CONSTANTINOPLE, NOV. 11.—It is stated 
here this aiternoon that Bahri Pasha, 
who waa dismisaed from the governor- 
ehip owing to hiß ill treatment of Ar- 
menians, and who. on Saturday last, 
was decorated by the sultan with the 
grand cordon of the Osmanieh order as 
a reward for his "good services," is to 
be appointed to command the Turkish 
troops going to Seeltoun. 


The number of victims of the Baiourl 
massacre is now reported to be r.)00, 
and it is estimated that the total num- 
ber of Armenians, men, women and 
children, killed during all the most 
recent massacres, exceeds 10,000, and 
that the total is being constantly added 
to. 


Consul Person announces that he has 
found he can not trust persons to dis- 
tribute the funds collected for relief of 
the suffering Armenians of the Sassoun 
district and. therefore, the relief work 
there, interrupted by the forced re- 
tirement of the American missionar- 
ies, whose lives were in danger will be 
resumed. It is estimated that during 
the past week or ten days 300 Armen- 
ians have been executed without trial 
from that city and that the police are 
Btili engaged in making arrests. 


AB a result of the exchange of num- 
erous telegrams between representa- 
tives of the powers and the representa- 
tives of the government, lasting nearly 
all day Saturday and this morning, an 
important meeting of the ambassa- 
dors was held today and the situation 
was thoroughly discussed. 
Finally it 
was decided to send fresh representa- 
tions to the Turkish minister for for- 
eign affairs, Tewfik Pasha, couching in 
much stronger language the demands 
addressed by the ambassadors lo Tew- 
fik Pasha's predecessor, Said Pasha, on 
November 5, and insisting that they be 
informed without further delay as to 
what measure the porte contemplates 
taking in order to restore order in 
Armenia, and reminding the Turkish 
government that it has already been 
notified of the intention of the powers, 
acting in concert, to take their own 
steps in the matter should it develop 
that the action of the porte is inade- 
quate to deal with the state of anarchy 
prevailing in Anatolia. 


It is known that the sultan still re- 
fuses to believe that the powers are in 
accord as to the action to be taken in 
case of the porte's failure to restore 
order in the Turkish empire. 
i?o 
amount of persuasion seems strong 
enough to bring Abdul Hamil to reason 
and the opinion is freely expressed that 
nothing short of a naval demonatration 
will awaken the Turks to a sense of 
actual condition of affairs. 


The news received here from the 
provinces continues to be of the gravest 
nature, further depredations are re- 
ported from different sections. The 
mobilizing of the army reserves is pro- 
gressing so slowly that they might 
just 88 well have been left at home and 
the general impression prevails stronger 
than ever today that European inter- 
vention in the administration of the 
affairs of the Turkish empire will very 
soon become necessary in order to pre" 
vent more trouble. 


The porte seems ignorant as to what 
IS going on or utterly incapable of ap- 
preciating the extent to which anarchy 
has spread during the last few weeks. 
No serious outbreak is apprehended 
here, as the British flaet is within easy 
steaming distance of the Dardanelles, 
but in spite of the desperate efforts 
being made by the Turkish authorities 
to suppress the real facts ia the case, 
matters are daily, almost hourly, grow- 
ing worse in the provinces. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Nov. 11. 3 p. M.—The 
English mission near J eruealem has been 
attacked by a riotious mob. The mis- 
sionaries escaped, but some of the ser- 
vants of the mission escaped. 


Accounts are constantly 
arriving 
here, in epite of the efforts taken to 
suppress them, of massacres and depre- 
dations in the eastern provinces in 
which the Kurdish tribes are said to 
have perpetrated atrocities more terri- 
ble than any before credited to them. 
It is stated, upon apparently good 
authority, that whole 
districts 
of 
Erzeroum and Sivas, the scenes of 
some bloodshed in the past, have 
been devastated by the Kurds, who 
liave wiped village after village out oí 
existence, and that sword and fire are 
sweeping oat all. 
The rioting and 
bloodshed at Erzeroum is said to have 
I been much more serious than any re- 
ports previously made public have pic- 
tured it, and it is asserted that even 
the presence oi Shakir Pasha with his 
troops failed to stop the massacrps 
The unresisting Armenian men, women 
and children were bludgeoned to death 
by hundreds on the Btreets.

WASHIKGTON, Nov. 11.—The United 
States supreme court today denied the 
motion of the Bell Telephone company 
to dismiss the appeal of the United 
States in the case involving the Ber- 
liner Bpeakiag microphone. The court 
holdu that it has juviBdictioa to try the 
case. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11—The United 
States supreme court today decided the 
important case of the Consolidated 
Electric Light company against the 
McKeesport Light company in favor of 
the defendants. The court holds the 
Sawyer-Mann patent invalid. The de- 
cision was handed down by Justice 
Brown. 


NEW YORK. NOV. 11.—Judge Lacombe, 
in the United Slates circuit court, to- 
day handed down a decision confirm- 
ing the sale of the New York, Lake 
Erie and Western railroad, made on 
Nov. 7 by a master, and which is in line 
with the Morgan syndicate's plan of re- 
organization.

She Ganses the Arrest of a Young Man 
M^ho Followed Mer. 


NEW YOEK, 
NOV. 
1 1 . — A hansom in 
which were seated a young woman and 
a young man came to a sudden stop at 
Thirty-fourth street and 
Broadway 
early Saturday evening. The stop was 
so sudden that another hansom that 
was cloaely following it almost ran into 
it. Out of the first hansom the young 
woman stepped to the sidewalk. She 
walked up to a policeman on the cor- 
ner and pointed to the second hansom, 
which was about to turn around and 
put off. 


"I want you to arrest the man in that 
hansom," said the young woman to the 
policeman. 
' He has been following 
and annoying me. I want him ar- 
rested, and I will go to the station 
house and make a charge against him." 


With that she re-entered her carriage 
and was whisked around to the station 
house. 


"1 am Mrs. Elizabeth Seaman," said 
the young woman as the prisoner was 
escorted in. "I live at 15 West Thirty- 
seventh street. I have been taking a 
drive with a friend of mine and this 
man has followed me wherever I went. 
I want thi 8 iellow punisihed. For the 
last three weeks different men have 
been following me, wt.tching me." 


The prisoner said he was Robert 
Hanson, a private detective employed 
by Robert J. Seaman. 
Later Mr. Sea- 
man bailed out Hanson, saying: 
"It's 
all a mistake. Hanson has only been 
in the city two days and has been 
transacting business for me. Somehow 
or other, my wife got it into her head 
that he was a private detective whom 1 
employed to follow her, but that is ri- 
diculous. She is mistaken." 


Mr. Seaman is sixty years old and 
wealthy. In addition to his city home 
he has a country residence in Catskill. 
His marriage with "Nellie Bly" was the 
subject of much talk when it happened, 
a year and a half ago.

William Iiamoreanx Dies of Apoplexy 
at Urantl Rapids. 


GBAKO RAPIDS, Mich., Nov. 11.—The 
"Bean King," William 
Lamoreaux. 
committed suicide at his home in this 
city ia a fit of despondency by shooting 
himself in the head. He was the larg- 
est operator in beans in the country, 
annually handlitg a million bushels, 
and had agents in all the large cities 
from San Francisco to Boston. 
He 
suffered a stroke of apoplexy last sum- 
mer, which affected his mind. He was 
born in New York state, was fifty-eight 
years old, and leaves a wife and adopt- 
ed daughter. 
He began business in 
this city about thirty years ago and ac- 
cumulated a substantial ibrtune. 


Will Be in Wa?iliiug;ion to Outiiiie the 
Polit-y That Will Be Urgeti in 
Congrews. 


WASHINGTON, 
N;>V. 
11 —President 
Thomas Estrada Palma, the head of 
the Cuban revolutionary, and a party 
will come to Washington within the 
next few days, 
it is expected that this 
visit will result in a more definite line 
of policy regarding what Cubans will 
suggest or urge upon congress PS the 
most desireable course for the United 
States to adopt. Mr Palma is not only 
president of the American branch of 
th«' Cuban organi/alion. but he has 
recently received a commission from 
the insurgent government in Cuba, 
constituting him the chief ofB«ial repre- 
sentative in the United States. 
Under 
these circumstances a movement is on 
foot to have Mr. Palma remove his 
headquarters from New York to Wash- 
ington in order to be near the seat of 
government while the Cuban question 
is under consideration. 
This, how- 
ever, is a matter for future considera- 
tion, as his coming visit will be tem- 
porary. 


Thus far the policy of the Cubans has 
been toward securing from the United 
States a recognition of the belligerent 
rights of the insurgents. 
Now, how- 
ever, there is said to be an influential 
element against this course. 
They say 
it would prove disastrous to American 
shipping as it would permit Spain to 
sieze American merchant ships, sus- 
pected of carrying contraband goods on 
the high seas, whereas these siezures 
cannot be made at the present time 
outside the three mile limit of the 
Cuban coast. Instead of recognition to 
the 
insurgents, it is being 
urged 
that the United States should adopt 
steps to put an end to the struggle 
in Cuba, by forcible intervention if 
necessary, as was proposed by President 
Grant in 1875,. during the last Cuban 
uprising. This question will be among 
thoE,e to come before President Palma 
when he reaches Washington. The re" 
port that General Masso had been 
commissioned to come to Washington 
in behalf of the insurgents is regarded 
as untrue by those best informed of 
the course of the Cuban leaders.

This medium's 
name is Mrs. Englehardt, and, though 
a plain German woman, has been trust- 
ed with affairs which have made and 
unmade the statesmen of this county, 
and even country, sr 'nr as the influ- 
ence of Cox extendy.

week, when Mr. Cox sends a cab to 
her home and returns her there after 
the sitting at his own expense.

Those who are 
called upon are not infrequently men 
who have in life figured in oflBcial serv- 
ices in the city and county. 


It is said by Cox's most intimate 
friends that in the election of last Tues- 
day he sought the advice of this spirit 
medium and that he won over liiO.OOO 
on the result. The ftict that he has 
been in communication 
with 
Mrs. 
Englehardt became known only yester- 
day, and the medium has been besieged 
with candidates all day who want the 
advice of this wonderful woman.

Orlando E. Bradford, the counterfeiter 
and leader of the old Bill Brockway 
gang, gets out of the Kings county pen- 
itentiary he will be a comparatively 
rich man. Before he put on prison 
garb Saturday ho turned over to War- 
den Hayes diamonds, cash and nego- 
tiable securities to the amount of $40,- 
000 and deeds to seven pieces of Har- 
lem property to hold until his release. 


Detectives employed on the case were 
puzzled to find out where Dr. Brad- 
ford's money was put away. He had 
no bank account that they could dis- 
cover and the amount of cash he had 
in prison did not appear to exceed $200. 


The mystery was explained when 
Bradford was taken to the 
Kings 
county penitentiary in Brooklyn Fri- 
day evening. 
He handed the warden a 
formidable pasteboard envelope,

curely sealed, and asked him to take 
care of it until he was released.

LONDON, NOV. 11.—A severe storm is 
raging today over Scotland, the north- 
ern part of England and Ireland. Tele- 
graphic communication and railroad 
traific are seriously interfered with.

Coming here as a sort of "John the

Mr. Sunday is a comparatively young 
man, being only thirty-two years old, 
and yet he is a wonderfully successful 
Christian evangelistic worker and a 
brilliant and effective pulpit speaker. 
He was born in Ames, Iowa, and re- 
ceived his education in that city. 
He 
was fond of athletic sports and became 
an expert ball player, being with the 
Chicago league club Jrom 1883 to 1888 
and Afterwards with the Pittsburg and 
Philadelphia clubs. He was converted 
in Chicago in 1888 and not long after 
wards identified himself with the Y. M. 
C. A. work in that city. 


Dr. Chapman secured the services of 
Mr. Sunday as his assistant in the 
autumn of 1894. Since that time he 
has made thousfcnds of friends in the 
various fields in which they 
have 
labored. He precedes Dr. Chapman in 
his evangelistic meetings and paves the 
way for his coming by working up an 
interest in advance. He is thoroughly 
devoted to his work and has proven a 
most valuable assistant to Dr. Chap- 
man, because he has the faculty of 
knowing how to get to the hearts of 
the people. 


His addresses yesterday were elo- 
quent and interesting, and character- 
ized with a force and earnestness that 
captivated the audiences and held them 
interested listeners throughout their 
delivery. He is a plain, practical talker 
and his discources are replete with 
stories illustrating the truths he wishes 
to impress upon his audiences. 
Won- 
derfully earnest at all times, he is elo- 
quent and forcible in his delivery and 
preaches the gospel in a manne^r that 
carries conviction with it. 
He puts 
into his discourses much of humor as 
well as pathos, and his illustrations are 
always in vesting, 
He is full of the 
power of the Holy Spirit and his won- 
derfully effective way of pleading for 
the conversion of sinners will, without 
doubt, reach the hearts of many in this 
city. 


.MORKING DISCOUKSE, 


Mr. Sunday preached his first sermon 
in this city yesterday forenoon at the 
Baptist Tabernacle. The scripture les- 
son was read by W. F, McCaughey, sec- 
retary of the City Y. M. C. A. 


When Mr Sunday began speaking, he 
said: "The large number present here 
this morning is the best evidence to 
me that you are deeply interested in 
something. 
I do not think it is I per- 
sonally iu whom you are interested, but 
in the woik which is to be done. 
It 
rests with you to make a success of the 
coming revival meetings" 
He then 
read his text iiom the third chapter of 
Joshua: "How long are ye slack to go 
and possess the land." 


Mr. Sunday said that he believed the 
old saying, "Consiatency, thou art a 
jewel." 
Consistency in religion is not 
ail easy accomplishment. 
How few 
att.'iin it? The test today is a rebuke 
by Joshua to the people of Israel for 
their lack of exertion and for their in- 
dolence in not taking possefsion of the 
land of Canaan, as he had told them to 
do. Wherever indolence and slothfui- 
ness prevail the people are of little use 
to themselves or God. The most reas- 
onable book in the world is the Bible 
and the most reasonable thing is relig- 
ion. Keligion, if we pro'ess it as a duty, 
accomplishes but littki. 
We must con- 
sider it a privilege. 
We must not con- 
tent ourselves with making wishes for 
the salvation ot mankind. 
If wishes 
were diamonds all could wear them. 
We might wish for all the places of sia 
to bi) leveled, but simply going to 
prayer meeting and wishing will not 
accomplish ii. 
If I knew somethiDg 
about the Bible and about religion and 
don't want to know more, 1 am. misusing 
my Christianity. 
We are content to ! . 
enjoy peace and plenty and forget our 
neighbors, 
God help us to not bo con- 
tent with our own «alvaticu. Send us 
out 10 rescue the perishing—liil up the 
fallen. The spies sent out by the peo- 
ple of Israel to investigate the land of |

APTEBXOON MEETING. 


The meeting held at the city Y. M. 
C. A. in the afternoon for,men only was 
largely attended, every seat being occu- 
pied. Mr. Sunday took for the text of 
his talk: "Wherewithall shall a young 
man cleanse his way? By taking heed 
thereto according to the word." 


The gospel, he said, is not a covering, 
it is cleansing," not something you can 
put on and off like a coat. God has 
decreed the freedom of the human will 
and stops at that decree. He will not 
coerce any man into being a Christian. 
If sin was not eo deceitful it would not 
be so attractive; but if you find nothing 
but pleasure in the commission of sin, 
the time will come when you will find 
nothing but remorse in its conclusion. 


Christianity is not sentiment, not 
emotion, but character. The young 
man whose shoes are more pointed 
than his intellect, whose pants are 
creased so you could sharpen a lead 
pencil on them, who has more money 
than morals (and that is not saying he 
is rich), thinks it is manly to discard 
the Bible, push the claims of religion 
in the back ground, but the text says: 
"Take heed according to thy word." 


The devil wins men on the principle 
of imitation. I wear a long tailed coat 
simply because it's the style; I have no 
other reason for doing so, neither have 
you. Late hours ruin scores of young 
men. The devil, like beasts of prey, 
stalks forth when the sun goes down,

The republican victory of last Tues 
day was so complete that it leaves the 
problem of the party nomination for 
1896 about where it was before the re 
suit was announced. The verdict would 
have been more indicative had) the tri- 
umph been somewhat localized instead 
of extending to all of the states in the 
engagement with the exception of Vir- 
ginia and Mississippi. 
As it is, neither 
of the half dozen aspirants who have 
been in training for the nomination 
seems to have obtained any distinct ad 
vantage over the'other. 
The victory in 
Iowa is as helpful to Allison as that in 
Ohio is to McKinley, and the result in 
New York keeps Levi P. Morton iully 
abreast with his competitors 


There is, at first sight, less comfort in 
the returns for Mr. garrison than for 
any of the other candidates. 
Indiana 
was not in the canvass and the latest 
keynote from this state was the big 
democratic victory 
in 
Indianapolis 
some months ago. There is nothing in 
the success of the republicans in the 
other states to aôord a hint as to 
whether he has advanced or declined 
in popularity. 
So far as he is concern- 
ed, the prospect is as enigmatical as 
ever. 


Governor McKinley will doubtlesh 
appropriate some of the credit for the 


fine 
republican showing in Ohio, and 
will count certainly on;,the solid dele 
gation from that state. This is believed 
to have been the undeistanding when 
he and Foraker patched upîtheir truce 
and as Foraker h«»8 won the legislature 
McKinley is entitled to his share of 
the goods. 


Iowa wUl stand for Allison, but the 
victory in that state was not suflficient- 
ly significant to be widely felt in the 
national convention. 
The expected 
happened in the HaWkeye state, and 
while Allisoi». is ajpbustlpossibility, he 
is not moiré conspicuous now than he 
was a month ago. 


It is admitted on all.hands that the 
influence of New York in the preti- 
dential convention has been sensibly 
increased by its big republican msjofr 
ity. 
It is not conceded that this in- 
sures the nomination of Morton, but it 
is agreed that it places the Empire 
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©Ux^Jirm ever did or ever 
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state in a position to say a good deal 
about the choice of a nominee. 
There 
are some objections to Morton which it 
.would b^ difficult to overcome in the 
convention and it is doubtful whether 
his delegation would combat them to 
the point of exciting bitter antagonism. 
It is more likely to happen that if New 
York shall see that Morton is out of 
the question, it will throw its influence 
to its second choice, and the beneflci- 
arry of that support will be an import- 
ant figure in the convention. 


Who will it be? There is probably 
at this moment a rotund gentleman up 
in Maine who possesses no political 
disabilities as a millionaire and against 
whom the age limit cannot be pleaded, 
who thinks he can answer that ques- 
tion. 


The Canadian Troubles. 


Is Canada getting ready for a war on 
the United States? 
Her commission- 
ers are in Washington, trying to eflect 
an agreement as to the payment of the 
Behring Sea indemnity claimed by her 
sealers. 
But along the Alaska line, or 
what she claims as such, she seems to 
be making preparations for war. 
It is 
true that the ofBcials carrying on these 
preparations are called police, not sol- 
diers; but their operations and prepara- 
tions are distinctly military. 
They are 
occupying strategic points, the des- 
patches say, and throwing up breast- 
works, as though expecting an invasion 
from outside. 
What complicates the 
matter is that the line just claimed is 
not conceded on our side, and has not 
been determined by an international 
agreement. 
It has sprung into import- 
ance through the opening of 
gold 
mines, and through the artificial appre- 
ciation of that metal making it worth 
while to wash deposits, not especielly 
rich, under an arctic sky, and at a great 
distance from any base of supplies. 
Thus far these Canadian operations 
merely amuse us. 
But if they should 
result in a collision with our miners on 
ground not admittedly Canadian, the 
result would be serious. 
For this reas- 
on it would have been well for the 
Canadian government to have waived 
its claim until the matter was adjusted 
scientifically to the satisfaction of both 
parties. 
But in truth Canada has a 
deeply rooted dislike of us. which is as 
intense as the general antipathy felt by 
the rest of mankind to England. 


Woman Is All Blglit. 


A German professor 
of scientific 
things has a new set of reasons for de- 
claring against the so called advance- 
ment of women. 
He is convinced that 
woman cannot meet man on even 
ground, no matter what her opportuni- 
ti^ may be. 
He finds that her brain is 
lighter and her bones softer. He a: so 
claims that some of her sex have first 
fingers longer than their middle fingers, 
but how that effects her general capa- 
bility he does not say. 
His chief argu- 
ment is that feminine blood is deficient 
in red corpuscles, the average being 
4,500 per cubic centimeter. 
His con- 
clusion IS that woman has only about 
nine tenths the vitality of man, ar«d 
therefore is not fitted to compete wi^h 
masculinity in any of the more difScuii 
fields. 


The professor's ideas may be satisfec- 
tory to himself, but they are not likely 
to deter womankind from pushing for- 
ward as of old. 
As the average woman 
can make one dollar go as far as the 
average man does five times that sum, 


EO she can be depended upon to make 
her smaller brain, her softer bones and 
her limited number of red corpuscles 
do quite as much as is accomplished by 
the masculine brain, bones and corpus- 
cles. 
She has ways of "getting there" 
which do not depend upon mental or 
physical conditions. 
She does not rea- 
son the matter out. 
She just goes 
ahead and upsets all theories and all 
scientific demonstrations.

woman is all right, science and the Ger. 
man professor to the contrary. 
While 
they are seeking to prove her inferiority 
she . is showing directly the contrary.

against established fact

The New Pastor of the Wayne 
Street M. E. Church, 


Rev. »r. H". W. Bennett, Preaches Ills 
Flr^t Sermon uud In Uui%-crsnlly 
l.lke4—An Able Pulpit Orator. 


As has already betn announced in 


T H E S E N T I N E L , the congregition of the 
Wayne street M E. church have a new 
pastor, Rev. Dr. H. W. Bennett, for- 
merly of Akron, Ohio, who was sent 
here by the bishop to take the place ol 
Rev. J H. Bickford, the latter going to 
Akron to fill the pulpit made vacant by 
the retirement ot Dr. Bennett. 
The 
change was made for the best interests 
of both churches and it certainly brings 
to the Wayne street church one of the 
ablest and brain est preachers in the 
Methodist denomination, for such is 
the reputation of Dr. Bennett in the 
fields in which he has worked. 


Dr. Bennett appeared in his pulpit 
here for the first time yesterday morn- 
ing and faced a magnificent congrega- 
tion, one that filled every seat, as he 
arose to preach his introductory eer- 
mon. 
He took as his text the first five 
verses of the fifth chapter of Romans, 
and, without a single word in reference 
to his change of pastorate or his com- 
ing here, proceeded at once to a discus- 
sion of the truths taught by Paul in 
the text—reconciliation to God through 
Christ and the love of God shed abroad 
in our hearts by the Holy Ghost, 


A great many people, he said, made 
a mistake by trying to relegate Christ 
out of the plan of salvation and attain 
this end in some other way. 
It cannot 
be done. 
Without Christ we would be 
eternally damned and those who preach 
any other doctrine are preaching, some- 
thing which is contrary to the divine 
plan and tending to lead the soul 
astray. 
Men are sinners. 
If they 
could work out their own salvation the 
atonement made by Christ would have 
been unnecessary. It was because they 
could not do it that the atonement wes 
necessary. Men are rebels against God 
Because He loved them and desired to 
save them from their sins He arranged 
the plan, even at the sacrifice ot His 
own son, by which He could do so, and 
thus it is possible for every sinner, by 
repentence and through faith in Him, 
to attain salvation from their sins here 
and throughout eternity. 
This was the 
reconciliation brought to us by the 
death of Christ. 
The other thought 
dwelt on was that being justified by 
faith, we have peace with God and His 
love is shed auroad in our hearts. 
His 
elucidation of this thought was beauti- 
ful indeed and with it he closed his 
sermon, which was less than half an 
hour in length and which held his 
audience interested listeners through- 
out its delivery. 


Dr. Bennett preached another excel- 
lent sermon in the evening to a large 
audience. 
Both of his discourses were 
well received and highly praised by 
those who heard them, and the new 
pastor has already won the admiration 
of his congregation by his oratorical 
abilities. 
He is a speaker of rare force 
and power, scholarly, practical and elo- 
quent, and his connectedly arranged 
and easily followed thoughts are clothed 
in beautiful and simple language, while 
his delivery is excellent. 
He has al- 
ready proven popular with the Wayne 
street people, and will take rank with 
our best pulpit orators. 


Dr. Bennett is a man probably fifty- 
two years of age, of fine personal ap- 
pearance and pleasant address, and 
makes friends with all with whom he is 
thrown in contact. 
The Wayne street 
congregation are fortunate in having 
secured such a strong man for pastor as 
Dr. Bennett. 
He will move his family 
from Akron to this city next week and 
will occupy the parsonage on Wayne 
street adjoining the church.

A Prosperous Farming Country. 
The whole kingdom of Denmark, not 
counting Iceland and Greenland, is less 
than half the size of Indiana. Its popu- 
lation is only 3,185,000. 
By far the 
larger part of the Danish people make 
their living in agricultural pursuits. 
Yet Denmark is today one of the most 
prosperous of countries. 
The reason is 
that the Danes are hustlers both with 
their brains and hands. Some years ago 
they shipped much pork to Germany. 
But the German government got or pre- 
tended to have a scare about trichina, 
and prohibited the trade. 
Then the 
brainy, active Danish farmers deter- 
mined to invade the English market 
with dressed pork. They studied how to 
prepare and pack meats in the manner 
best pleasing to the British eye and pal- 
ate. The result was that Danish bacon 
obtains a higher price in Great Britain 
than that from America or even from 
Australia. 


As it was with this one commodity, 
so with all the rest. Danish dairy prod- 
ucts of all kinds bring the highest price 
of any in the world. The Danes saw 
years ago that the solitary, poor butter 
maker could not reach the best results 
single handed. Then the farmers band- 
ed together and established co-operative 
creameries, and it is from them that the 
.system spread all over the world. Every 
improvement that science, cleanliness, 
study, experience and painstaking care 
could bring to bear on butter and cheese 
making was brought, regardless of its 
cost. When there is a glut of one com- 
modity, these hustling people make 
ready something else. 


Whatever they undertake is carried 
through in the same way. They have 
studied the science and art of buying 
and selling, and watch the fluctuations 
of the market. 
If any nation likes any 
particular style of preparing packages 
for market, that is the style it gets from 
Denmark. In little Jutland alone there 
are now 325 cattle breeding societies. 


All this explains why Danish agri- 
cultural products lead the world. 
The 
government did nut accomplish 
the 
thing. 
The farmers themselves did il 
all. 
This was better than growing dis- 
couraged and groaning over hard times.

Let every one who can send 
something to furnish its home, and 
then after it has been furnished let the 
people of this county provide a fund to 
give the society the ability to carry on 
its work. 
It has been said that from 
$1,200 to $1,500 each year will be suf- 
ficient for the present. 
A little from 
each, more from a few will fill their 
treasury full. Let us all do our part 
and help ihe county orphans' home 
along.

From 1839 to 1852 he 
enjoyed the quiet of farm life, but then 
resumed railroad work, and in 1856 he 
entered the service of the Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad company. 
He became 
resident engineer of the lines from 
Philadelphia to Pittsburg in 1859 and 
chief engineer in 1862. continuing in 
that position until 1873, when he was 
made president of the Philadelphia 
and Erie road. The following year he 
was placed in charge of the real estate 
department. 
In 1884 he was again 
president of the Philadelphia and Erie 
and other companies, but in 1894 he 
resigned the presidency of all the com- 
panies except the Belvidere division.

came bull-fig!hters, and now they make 
$20 apiece for every fight in which they 
OTgage. 


Poor old Spain! Her bull-fights and 
her Moorish ruins are all that are left 
to her. The Moorish ruins are hateful 
in her eyes, but the bull-fight remains 
the chosen "sport" of her 20,000,000 of 
people. 


These buU-flghts by women are con- 
ducted in the same manner as when 
the toreadors are men. 
They wear the 
same costumes, and the scenes are char- 
acterized by the same 
brutality. 
In 
fact, were it not for their smaller stat- 
ure, more shapely legs and daintier feet, 
no one would think they were women. 
Certainly not from any shrinking from 
their brutal task, for they seem to riot 
in the blood of these ignoble shambles 
and take a diabolical delight in the 
suffering of the doomed animals. 


Their horses are the same, broken

down, that in late years have been re- 
served for the national sport of Spain. 


The amazonian picadors come into 
the arena astride these poor,^ broken- 
down brutes, dressed in the costume of 
Spanish knights of old. 
They carry 
lances, and take their position in the 
middle of the arena, opposite the bull 
stalls. 
Then come in chnlos on foot, 
who distribute themselves in the spaces 
between the barriers. 
The chnlos are 
attired in splendid cloaks, and wear a 
great deal of gay ribbon, altogether 
making a gorgeous flash of color. 


Lastly comes 
a 
woman matador, 
Provideneia Almeda. She is handsome- 
ly dressed. She holds in her right hand 
a naked sword, in her left the muleta, 
a stick with a bit of scarlet silk at- 
tached.

Two other fights, in which women 
toreadors participated, took place the 
same afternoon.
